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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 -1 1 
are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the specification, 
none of the references of record alone or in combination disclose or suggest the 
combination of limitations specified in the independent claims. As to claims 1-6, the 
prior art of record does not teach an intercepted packet processor configured to process 
a currently intercepted message packet and a hash value generated for a previously- 
processed message packet in connection with a selected hash algorithm to generate a 
hash value for the currently- intercepted message packet thereby to generate a 
processed message packet and to store the processed message packet in the 
processed packet store. As to claims 7-1 1 , the prior art of record does not teach an 
intercepted packet processing step in which a currently-intercepted message packet is 
processed in connection with a hash value generated from a previously-processed 
message packet using a selected hash algorithm to generate a hash value for the 
currently-intercepted massage packet thereby to generate a processed message 
packet.
